Owing to absentees the above 
program was uot followed strictly. 
But the chief results of the discus¬ 
sions are : In the future when the 
building of St. Rota’s School in 
Cincinnati is completed, a col¬ 
legiate department may be started. 
Christian Brothers from Ireland are 
to be asked to come here and take 
charge. 

Auxiliaries to the deaf-mute mis¬ 
sionary centres are to be encourag¬ 
ed, but are to be limited in tlieir 
activities. Making the deaf out as 
objects of charitable effort will not 
he tolerated. 

Tlte priests and men went on re¬ 
cord as endorsing tbe Knights and 
Ladies of De l’Epee. Hitherto the 
K. L. D. lias been allowed to make 
its own way. I 11 future mission¬ 
aries to the deaf will advise those 
they visit to enroll in the society. 

Missionary priests are badly need¬ 
ed. Every effort will be made 
to encourage students in the 
ecclesiatical colleges to learn the 
sign language. Not all are expect¬ 
ed to work among the deaf, but a 
working command of the alphabet 
and signs will be found useful. 

On the evening of Thursday, 
June 29 th, the K. L. D. of Philadel¬ 
phia, gave the visitors a reception in 
St. Joseph’s College. There were 
about 200 deaf-mutes present. Mr.
